To His Excellency, John S. Pillsbury, Governor: 

Sir: — In obedience to the requirements of law, I have the honor 
to submit the seventh annual report from this office, relating to the 
railroads of the state for the year ending June 30th, 1877. 

I should be glad if it were convenient and practicable to have the 
company reports brought down to a date nearer the close of the 
calendar year. So much time, however, is required by the compa- 
nies to prepare their reports, and for compilation alter they come to 
this office, that not much could be gained beyond the present time 
fixed for the company reports, the middle of the year; a time when 
many of the companies prepare statements of business for the first 
half of the year for their own information. 

I have, however, obtained information of construction of new 
roads and extensions, sales of lands, etc., down to, or nearly to the 
close of the year. 

It will be seen that 212 miles of railroad were constructed — 
chiefly in the last half — in the year 1877. This is more than was 
constructed in the four years immediately preceding, and the largest 
number of miles in any one year in the state, except the years 
1870, 71, and 72, the great era of railroad construction. 

The good efiect of the somewhat compulsory legislation of the 
last legislature, in regard to uncompleted land grant railroads, is 
shown in the construction of the line from Watab to Brainerd. 

There is imminent danger that Congress will declare a forfeiture 
of the grants in all cases where the time for completion of roads 
has expired. The Secretary of the Interior has recommended such 
action, and a bill has been introduced for that purpose. It is to be 
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hoped that the influence of western members will prevent the pas- 
sage of the bill this session, but it T^ould be dangerous to delay the 
completion of any land grant roads beyond the present year. 

I heartily commend such legislation as will secure, if possible, 
the completion of these roads within the year 1878. 

The assured increased prosperity of the state, and rapid increase 
in population and production, leave no excuse for delay on the part 
of the companies holding the franchises and grants. 

The year just closed was marked by the important judicial decis- 
ions of the Supreme Court of the United States determining the 
great questions that have agitated the people and occupied the at- 
tention of the legislatures and courts for the last seven years, re- 
specting the power of state legislatures to control and regulate 
railroads. 

A clear and concise statement of these decisions is given else- 
where in this report by W. P. Clough, Esq., counsel for the State, 
in the case of the Winona & St. Peter B, R, Co, vs, Blake. Also the 
decision of the U. S. Circuit Court in the case of Greiser vs. Be- 
ceiver of Southern Minnesota B, B, Co., respecting the rights of ship- 
pers. These decisions will in themselves go a great way to prevent 
the abuses out of which the questions arose. 

EARNINGS. 

It will be seen that there was a falling off in both gross and net 
earnings of the roads, during the year reported as compared with 
the year before. The gross earnings of all the roads for the year 
were $5,408,039.10 against $6,000,967 for the year ending June 30, 
1876. The operating expenses were $3,865,503.05 against $4,182,- 
140.37 the year before. The net earnings being $1,542,536.05 
against $1,798,424.77 for the year ending June 30, 1876. This is to 
be accounted for by the light crops of 1876. 

The year to end June 30, 1878, will show a large gain. The 
traflic of the roads since the late great harvest giving evidence of 
the change. 

TRAFFIC. 

The number of passengers carried within the year reported was 
1,239,423, (equal to 39,909,076 carried one mile,) against 1,169,072, 
(equal to 36,058,986 carried one mile) the year before. 

The shipments from stations were 1,717,923 tons, against 
2,079,563 the year before. The tons of grain moved were 386,854 
against 557,918 the proceeding year. 
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The tarifiF rates for both freight and passengers have been about 
the same as during the year previous. It is gratifying to know that 
reduced rates have been decided on by several roads under the im- 
proved prospects of business. 

LAND SALES. 

The sale of railroad lands, on one or two of the roads — 
greatly stimulated in 1876 by the low price of bonds and stocks 
which were receivable in payment for the lands, has, since the depart- 
ure of the grasshoppers and under the influence of the wonderful 
harvest of 1877, been very large on all the lines of land grant roads. 
The sales of the year 1877 were 223,639.46 acres of which 169,068.71 
acres were sold since the 1st of July, and chiefly in the months of 
September, October and November. 

The year reported has been free from any serious railroad disas- 
ter. The roads have been kept in fair condition and repair. The 
system of inspections and care of bridges and trestle is reasonably 
good. 

The financial management of the companies is gradually extri- 
cating those that were embarrassed from their difficulties, and put- 
ting them upon a more economical basis, and in a condition to 
serve the public at less cost. There have been few complaints. A 
general purpose is manifested by the managers to deal fairly and 
justly with the public. There seems reason to believe that good 
feeling and mutual regard for rights will prevail between the roads 
and their patrons; and that the returning prosperity of the country 
will be shared by this great industrial interest, which emploj'^s so 
much of the capital and labor of the people, giving a just reward to 
both. In this way the further development of our yet greatly 
needed lines of railway, that shall give facilities to every section of 
the State, and equalize the advantages of transportation, -will be 
secured.

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DECISIONS OF THE COURTS AFFIRMING THE EQUAL 

RIGHTS OF SHIPPERS. 



STATEMElirT PREPARED BY W. P. CLOUGH, ESQ. 



Discriminations between Shippers of Produce, 

An important contribution to the law regulating the dealings of 
railroad carriers with shippers of produce, has been made by a re- 
cent decision of Judges Dillon and Nelson, of the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the District of- Minnesota, in the case of 
Louis Grieser vs, Chas, Mcllrath, Receiver of the Southern Minne- 
sota Railroad. 

The facts in that case, and the points ruled upon by the Court, 
are understood to have been substantially these: 

The Southern Minnesota Railroad Company has not, itself, main- 
tained elevators or warehouses along the line of its road, for storing 
and handling grain ; but that enterprise has been left with individuals, 
engaged in the business of buying produce at the stations and of 
shipping the same over the road. Under this system, two or more 
dealers m grain have, since the road was opened up for business, 
maintained warehouses suitable for handling all kinds of farm 
produce, at every station on the line of the road at which the business 
was considered sufficient to warrant the same being done. 

In the summer of 1872, the company entered into a contract 
with J. C. Easton, Esq.,. by which that gentleman was to maintain 
one or more warehouses, and to engage in the business of buying and 
shipping farm produce at every station on the line of the road. He 
was to furnish all the necessary capital for carrying on the business, 
and was to own and handle all the produce bought by him. The 
produce was to be bought at such prices as the officers of the company 
should dictate, and, when bought, was to be sold on the day following, 
in Milwaukee, to arrive. Out of the proceeds of the produce rea- 
lized in the eastern market, Easton was to deduct the price paid by 
him therefor, all expenses and commissions incurred in handling 
the produce, interest upon the capital employed in the business, and 
a commission for his personal profit, of one cent for every bushel 
grain, and of one per centum of the price of all other produce. The 
balance of the proceeds, after making the deductions stated, was 
to be handed over to the road, as full payment of its freight and 
other charges in respect to the produce. 

In the fall of 1872, the trustees in a mortgage previously execut- 
ed by the company to secure certain bonds issued by it, commenced 
a suit to foreclose the mortgage, in the court mentioned, and Mr. 
Mcllrath was appointed Receiver of the road, with the powers and 
duties usual in such cases. 

When the receiver assumed the management of the road, he con- 
tinued in force the arrangement with Mr. Easton before mentioned 
and it was acted upon by the parties, until sometime in the 
fore part of the year 1874, when it was finally broken off. The 
reasons assigned for Mr. Mcllrath in the litigation referred to, for 
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keeping the Easton arrangement on foot under his own adminis- 
tration, were, that it was for the interest of the road that produce 
should be bought and handled at every station; that the road was 
nnsupplied with warehouses of its own, suitable for the produce 
trade; and, particularly, that such an arrangement was necessary 
to prevent combinations between produce dealers along the road, for 
the purpose of putting down the paying prices for produce below 
what they n^ight be, with a fair profit to the dealer. 

Acting under the arrangement mentioned,Easton kept warehouses 
and buyers, and bought and handled produce at every station on the 
road. At a few of the smaller stations he had no competition at all ; but 
at all the principal stations, he htid close competition from several 
other heavy fiims. During the time while this special arrangement 
was in force, the receiver maintained a regular tariff of freights and 
charges on produce shipped over the road by the car load; and all 
other dealers in produce, beside Easton, were compelled to pay 
freights and charges on all produce shipped by them over the road, 
in accordance with such tariff. The existence and terms of the 
arrangement with Easton, and its results to the road, were kept 
secret from the other shippers, as the latter claim, and as the court 
is understood to have decided, and consequently, the payments of 
freights and charges made by such shippers were made without pro- 
test being entered at the time. 

The actual results of the working of the arrangement were, that, 
on the produce carried over the road for Easton, during the period 
between about December 1, 1872, and March 1, 1874, the aggregate 
amount accepted by the receiver in full of freights and charges, was 
between $40,000 and $50,000, or about 34 per cent., less than such 
freights and charges would have come to at the regular tariff rates 
charged other patrons of the road. 

The facts relating to the existence and workings of the special ar- 
rangement, were all developed by a legislative investigation at the 
session of 1874; and shortly thereafter nearly the dealers in grain 
along the Southern Minnesota road united to prosecute proceed- 
ing against the receiver to recover back from him the difference 
between the rates of transportation which they had been compelled to 
pay on their produce, and those which had been accepted from Easton 
under his arrangement. The suit above referred to was instituted 
as a test case, to determine the rights of the grain dealers in the 
premises; and the same was decided by the court at the term thereof 
now in progress. The court in its decision held, in substance, that 
the Easton arrangement was unlawful and unauthorized, and was 
an unjust discrimination against the other grain dealers doing bus- 
iness along the road; that the other dealers, who were forced to pay 
regular tariff rates, were entitled to recover from the receiver the 
amount of the discriminations against them; and that the fact of the 
payments not having been made under protest, did not, under the cir- 
cumstances, shield the receiver from liability to refund the pro- 
portion thereof unlawfully demandedby him. The case was referred 
to a master in chancery to ascertain and report the amount of the 
discriminations, in order that a final decree might be entered for 
their recovery. 
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LEGISLATIVE CONTROL OF RAILROADS. 



Letter of W, P. doughy Esq,, relating to the decision of the U. S, 

Supreim Court establishing the authority of the 

Legislative Control of Railroads, 



To the Hon. J, S. Pillshury^ Governor of Minnesota: 

As counsel retained in pursuance of a special act of the legislature to ' 
represent the interests of the people of this State in the suit of The 
Winona & St. Peter Railroad Company agst. Blake., lately pending 
in the Supreme Court of tne United States, I have the honor to 
report that' that c^se was argued at length by the respective counsel, 
and submitted to the court, in October, 1875. 

Subsequently, and during the same term of the Court, several 
other suits, involving similar questions, arising respectively in the 
States of Illinois, Wisconsin and Iowa, were also argued , and sub- 
mitted. In the latter part of the month of February, 1877, after 
the Court had held the cases referred to under advisement for the 
period of nearly eighteen months, they were all decided; the judg- 
ment of the court below, in each instance being affirmed. 

By the judgments of the Court in these cases, taken together, the 
following propositions have been definitely established, as parts of 
the law of the land: 

I. Whenever property or service is devoted to an enterprise 
public in nature, the manner of conducting such enterprise, and the 
charges made against patrons for the services rendered, or for the 
facilties afforded, in the prosecution of such enterprise, are subject 
to regulation by legislative authority. 

II. The business of common carrier by ordinary vehicles, and 
that of operating railroads in the usual way, for the carriage of 
persons and property, and that of storing grain and other articles 
in elevators and ware-houses, are all enterprises public in nature; 
and are therefore all subject to legislative regulation in respect to 
charges against patrons, for services rendered, and for facilities 
afforded, as well as in regard to the manner in which the business 
shall be conducted. 

III. The fact that a common carrier by ordinary vehicles, or the 
operator of a line of railroad engaged in transporting property and 
persons, or a warehouseman, happens to be a corporation, does not 
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make the business of such common carrier, operator of a railroad," 
or warehouseman, any less subject to regulation by legislative au- 
thority, than it would be if the same were carried on by natural 
persons. 

IV. That provision of the federal constitution, which confers 
upon congress power to regulate commerce between the several 
States, does not prevent the Legislature of any State from regulat- 
ing charges for the carriage, within the limits of the State, of per- 
sons or property going to or coming from other States; so long, at 
least as Congress does not itself undertake to legislate upon that 
subject. 

The establishment of the foregoing propositions, in my opinion, 
has put beyond fair argument the power of the legislature of this 
State to regulate the charges for transportation imposed by any rail- 
road corporation heretofore created, and now existing, witBin the 
State. In the cases referred to, the question did not arise, whether 
the charges of a railroad corporatiou would be outside of legislative 
control, if the incorporating act should expressly authorize the cor- 
poration^ to charge specified rates for carriage, and the right to 
amend or repeal such grant were not reserved in the incorporating 
act itself, or in the constitution of the State, or in some genersd 
statute thereof. Hence, that question remains open for future 
adjudication. 

In view of this fact it would seem to be politic that hereafter, in 
amending special acts incorporating railroad companies, heretofore 
passed, power should not be conferred to charge specified rates for 
transportation unless the right of amending or annulling such 
grant be expressly reserved in the same act. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.

ROAD OPERATED. 

The West Wisconsin R. W. Co., a Wisconsin corporation, owns no road in 
Minnesota, but is, by an act of March 4, 1872, authorized to run its cars and 
engines over roads in this State, and to exercise in this State the corporate powers 
possessed by it in Wisconsin. 

The same law legalized a R. R. bridge, already built by the W. W. Co., from 
its eastern (Wisconsin) terminus, Hudson, across Lake St. Croix: On Feb. 19th, 
1872, the companv began to operate, under a 990 years' lease, the Hudson branch 
of the St. Paxil, Stillw;ater ana Taylor's Falls R. R., from Lake St. Croix to tiie 
junction with the main line of the latter road; and also, under the same lease, 
to use jointly with the St. P., S., & T. F. Co., tiie main line from the Junction to 
St. Paul. On Aug. 1, 1872, the W. W. Co. began to run over the balance of the 
main line, from the Junction to Stillwater. 

The terms of the lease of the Hudson branch require the W. W. Co. to keep 
thatJength of road in repair, to pay for renewals, return in as good condition as 
whQ received, and to pay an annual rental of $10,600.00, in monthly install- 
ments. 

As to the St. P., St. & T. F. mainline between St. Paul and Stillwater, the W. 
W. Co. pays one half of cost of renewals and repairs, and alsopays one-third of its 
gross earnings on the same to the'St. P., St. & T. F. Co. This, however, does 
not cover station facilities at St. Paul and Stillwater. 

The St. Paul & Pacific does the West Wisconsin company's station business at

The omission to fiill the blank for "fencing'' was an oversight, it 
should be filled as follows:

Fourth. In the statement of "business and revenue by stations" (page 11), 
the revenue column was left blank (and reference made to the earnings, page 8) 
because the revenue can not be shown btf stations. The receipts at stations show 
only the amount collected there, a large portion of which belongs to foreign 
companies. 

Fifth. The 214,612 tons freight forwarded include all the freight forwarded 
from Winona station, a portion of which was shipped eastward and therefore 
did not pass over any part of the Winona & St. Peter R. R. If this east bound 
freight be excluded, the total tons forwarded from all stations would show as 
mudi less than the total tonnage over the road, as the amount of freight which 
passed on to the road without rebilling at Winona. 

Sixth. The statement of freight received at Winona includes freight received, 
for that destination coming over the C. & N. W. Ry. You are right in ypxxr 
supposition that "all freight for points east from Winona crossing the Mississippi 
river bridge is included in freight forwarded from Winona." 

Seventh. The Winona & St. Peter R. R. Co. did not sell any land grant 
lands other than those included in the Bamev contract until about Sept. 1876. 

Eighth. The railroad bridge at Winona does not belong to the Winona & St. 
PeterR. R. Co. 

Ninth. In the renort of the Winona, Mankato & New Ulm R. R. Co., all 
the tonnage is mcluded in the amount given as received and forwarded from ^ 
Mankato, (we have no agent at Mankato Junction.) 

The Winona & St. Peter R. R. Co. of Dakota, is a separate organization, its 
debt is entirely separate and distinct from the debt of the Winona & St. Peter 
R. R. Co. reported te you . 

I gave you the debt of the entire road in Minnesota which is the entire debt of 
the Winona & St. Peter R. R. Co. of that state. 

I wish te explain that probably a mistake occurred in saying that thirty-eight 
and one-half miles of road belonged to the Winona & St. Peter R . R. Co. in 
other states . My attention was not called to it and the similarity of names ac- 
count for the mistake.

We can tell you how much freight 
we have hauled over the bridge into Winona, and how much freight we have taken 
from Winona over said bridge into the state of Wisconsin, but we have no way 
of telling what our earnings have been over said bridge, and into the city of 
Winona, as distinct from the earnings of our road in Wisconsin.
